Tlie I'ig- 
iM'es in this reiJrard were brought out 
as a result of u comprehensive .sur- 
vey at McGill of existing conditions 
L-onducted by Jlay Finlay.

The regular medical examina- 
liuns for the sludeiitK of the first and 
siccond years were conducted during 
the month of October, 1134 men and 
women undergraduates having been 
examined.

In the Health Service, supervised 
by Dr. P. W. Harvey, University 
Medical Officers, medical attention 
was given .to 832 different under- 
graduates, or 47.2 per cent, of the 
students registered. In addition, ttiere 
were 66 partial students, post gradu- 
ates . and employees who received 
medical attention.

Doctors, Alessandri, Mayo, 
McArthur, Blair and 
Others Deliver Papers

"Treat If like a skunk; Kill It or 
leave it alono!" were the words used 
by Vilray P. Blair, M . D., St. Louis 
In hla address on "Cancer of the 
.In.ws" delivered before the second 
el nical congress of the Americjin 
Collogo of Surgeons. Indec<l. itll of tho 
nine speakers who addressed the 
gathering, brought home the plain, 
blunt truth that the only present cure 
for cancer is by .stirgloal moans and 
then only .'ifter early diagnosis and 
recofrnit on of ilie disease. Over 2000 
representative surgeons spent a whole 
eveninc yesterday at the Windsor 
Mall to come to this conclusion; 

Tlio results of scientific research of 
•Tumors in Bones of Tyroid and Par- 
athyroitl Type", wore given by Robert 
Alessandri of Home.' In these cases 
there were no lesions of the Thyroid 

land and the tumors were of both 
the Innocent and malignant forms. 
Characteristic of the latter .were thé 
metnatnlic deposits and growths of 
the malignant tumors In the neck and 
elsewhere. Of .serous import was^thc 
fact that innocent and tho very ser- 
ious malignant ■ tumors oould be told 
apart clinically in their incipient 
stages. 

A Scholarly address waa the one 
given by Doctor William J. Mayo of 

HoiJicster on "The Cancer Problem". 
A thorougli review was given of tho 
l.-itcst physical, chemica/1 and biolo- 
gical researches on the proglem . . The 
catisâtive: a«ent of !cancer ia sfll un- 
known. Many had thought It to bo 
due to. a specific virus, and witlh this 
belief In mind mutfh work liaa recent- 
ly been done by Doctors Gyo and 
Barnxid In England; but other Investi- 
gators have not bees alble to convince 
thomselvea oil this point. Cancer it- 
self is a diffusely spreading ^owth 
duo to infiltration of non-rcIatcd cells 
The cells l'orm something which func- 
tions somewhat as an organ, hut soon 
broiik down their own econonv as wel

Medical Specialists from Four 
Continents Here 



"•''urgery knows no nn t on.i,lity". a 
statement made by Dr. Rudolph Mat 
as of New Orleans retiring president 
of the American College of Surgeons 
was exemplified in the picturesque 
■assembly of world-famous aurgeon- 
acicnti.st.s from four cont nanis. when 
the opening clinlcaJ congress w.-is held 
In the Windsor Hall on Mor.day even- 
ing intcrnatlon.alism prcvaded tho 
whole meeting. An American was 
retlrng from the presidency of the 
organization, and a, Canadian, I'rofes 
sor W. W. Chlpman was henig en- 
dowed with the president al powers 
for the ensuing yeir. Doctor A. T. 
Biizln in the name of the Canadian 
Medical profession, and Sir Arthur 
Currle in the name of a ' Canadian 
university, welcomed the distinguish- 
ed deleg.ites and guests. It was a 
colorful audience in-deed that was 
composed of the representatives of 
divers nationalities .and of dis- 
tinguished doctors, diploniate, an<i 
leading thinkers. 

After two splendid addresesa of 
welcome to the delegates by Doctor 
B.-izin and Sir /Vrthur C^ixle. the 
eminent Dr. Rudolph Matas took the 
floor with a splendid address on "Sur- 
gerj- and the International Spirit". He 
noted that surgerj- is not narrowly 
llm led to Jiny single country' or na- 
tionality, but that it ts world-wide in 
pr.actice and theory. The science waa 
built up by contributions from aJI 
nijtlons; and specW mention was 
made of the names of Listeur, Pasteur 
and Roddick and of the Edinburgh 
and Glasgow medical collcge.s. The 
practice of surgery wus now the 
same tho worbd over: and that made 
the prcesnt Congress very important 
us a medium for the better and closer 
Unking of the bomis that un.le men of 
different countries. 

A very dramatic part of tihe meeting 
took p5ace when Doctor Ohipman as 
the new president was formally Intro 
duced by Doctor Matas. While the 
iiudlencc rose, the fold of the blue and 
scarlet gown were thrown across Pro- 
fessor Chlpman'a shoulders. Then 
one by one, the guests of the CoiiRTesof 
'the crowned head of aurgerj-" wore 
Introduced. Doctor Chlpman then 
opened h 'a Inaugural address on 
•Cancer Prophylaxis." 

"The source and means of escap- 
ing this dread disease," said Di- Chip- 
man, were the subject of universaS 
comment and study. Today cancer, 
stood out as the great .scourge of the 
earth. One estimate h.-id it that SO.OOO 
deiiths occur aniiually from cancer In 
the United States alone. In Canada, 
during 1921, 0,000 had succumbed to 
cancer; in Montreal, 516 deaths hap- 
pened. And It must be noted that 
Kincer attacked al.so be<i3ts and birds

Banquet last night. "I have seen four 
different kinds of football played at 
the siame time on thé Campus," he de- 
clared. The Dean said that more sup- 
port should bo given to the Fortnight- 
ly, the Dally, and the Mock Parlia- 
ment. He deplored that so many mis- 
conceptions as to the function of the 
latter h.id .nriscn. 

In his oplnloTi the fraternity system 
is the germ of the separate college 
system which has proved ao success- 
ful at Oxfot^d and Cambridge. Col. 
Bovey In his speech said that on hla 
visit to EngLand this summer he waa 
amazed at the Interest ;uid confidence 
In .McGlll displayed by people there. 

The repast .iprcad before the Sopho- 
mores of Arts last night at the 
Queen's Hotel was ao sumpttoua that 
It caused President Urquharti^ofi'Àrté; 
"29 to declare that it exceeded^''ÎSar- 
which they g.ave Lxst year when 
freshmen. At 8 p.m. the guests sat 
down, with Freddie Gross' band sup- 
plying the necessary musical fare, and 
at 9 p.m. the first toast of "The King" 
was proposed, by Austin McBrlde, 
president of the hosts. 

Alan Calder then proposed the Alma 
•M.ater and opologised to the sopho- 
mores for his unsdphistlcation. This 
toast was replied to by Col. Bovey. 
He started by amusing everybody with 
some stories Introducing "spooner- 
Isma" and went on to say how glad 
he was to see such a good looking 
assembly in front of him. In his day," 
he remembered, the freshmen were 
big, and the sophomores small, and the 
reverse of hazing frequently toolc 
place. He had heard some people say 
somewhere how sad It was that Mc- 
Glll was going downhill— perhaps they 
were making some application of 
L'Instcln's theory — but he could state 
emphatically that McGlll was the one 
college that was not going down. 

At the Universities Conference this 
year with Dean McKay he found that 
McGlll was generally regarded as the 
third University in the British Em- 
pire; surprising perhaps, but a great 
reputation tor the undergraduates to 
live up to. Sometimes it Is said with 
reproach that McGlll ts not as large 
as it might be. but McGlll wants qua- 
lity not quantity: "we w^ant meii' to 
make their marks on life" he said. 
Those people that axy education Is 
rotten usually know least about it: • 
"The world is full of bunk, don't 
swallow it". Col. Bovey concluded by

T will soon be Impossible to- throw 
a brick and not lilt a B.A. Evcry- 
.\\'hcro and anywhere colIcgcH arc din 
t^^^n^quickly and painlessly outlines 
:*^of^»ï!ft^culturp. at.ind.irdlzcd nnd .sea- 
soned to suit the saccharose pnliilcs o( 
ignorant undergraduates. And on nil 
sides youngsters both male and female 
are displaying an unprecedented avl 
dlty to Invade these hnlls of IcarnlnK 
and thereby gain the coveted right to 
wear a yellow sllckpr with the college 
crcal cmhlazoTied on it? buck. There 
is an ondlo.sR procesKion of these young 
■ irrcFiponsIblcH entering tljo factories of 
so-called American higher education 
and marching out again brnnded with 
the trade mark of culture, an Arts 
degree. Xur.scd in the cradle of fra- 
ternal love .Tjul Idertl.s of service bun- 
combe these college yokels arc given 
11 diploma, a fraternity pin, a "college 
background" and are sent forth to join 
the hordes of alumni — that tribe of 
praduate.-i who wont to the bi-.-st college 
in the world and attend Alma Mater 
football games and reunions. 

But what of the thousands who^are 
paining entrance to our universities 
every your? Are We to live in a world 
inhabited entirely by college gradu- 
ates? God ftirbiii. I^ul the growth of 
the colleges has been tremendous. Unl- 
' vcrsily attendance has far outstripped 
the increase in poulation. In the first 
twenty-five years of the Twentieth 
: Ccntur>-, America doubled her popula- 
tion; in the .same period college popu- 
lation increased 700 -per cent. I'Yoni 
3920 to l!t22 the number of men stu- 
dents in American Colleges rose by 
50.000; but between 1922 nnd J 924 the 
number had increased by 1S7.000 and 
the number of women students by 
100,000. 

The colleges report that the dykes 
of present equipment are bursting 
With new waters. Freshmen are park- 
ed all over the tow — , Icclurr- rooms 
crowded beyond capacity, libraries 
"lavailable to but n fraction of the 
Istudents. 

But far worse, the faculties are 
drowned In the flood. A.uain?l tlielr 
will the large colleges are compelled 
to pack students into classes of J 50 
each and to give them young instruc- 
tors a year or two from their own 
graduation. 

11 is onlj half an answer to say that 
"Too many go to college". Already 
' the colleges have raised their stan- 
dard to what 2 years ago would have 
seemed impregnable helghlF. Doulil- 
IcsB — many fine mechanics are turned 
into bad doctori;, but it in unlikely. that 
wc shall be able to block this mighty 
assault on the college and return to 
the conditions and impulses of yes- 
terday. 

If education is to be .saved from 
'Btundat'dlzation and incdioclly, the new 
.ârniy of studentK must be riffldly dl- 
-ylieiod and ranked. There must always 
Ibe an honor group to which the richest 
minds among the faculty can person- 
ally reach and inspire the àblost and 
inoBt eager of the students. This is 
"university edioatlon" as It used to be 
understood: the other may have Its 
.uses, but its limitutluns and dangers 
should be faced. It is a poor crltlcistu 
to call such II stop undemocratic. De- 
mocracy depends Ivr Uk life on lead- 
ership and there is no surer way of 
eliminating leaders than by diluting, 
Btandardlssing, and "democratizing" 
education. 

It is botter to have twelve men in a 
class gutting the uutheiilic insplriutiuii 
.of a great teachei-, and let thost 
.twelve go out to luach the world, than 
have the whole world go to a college 
for predlgeatod informatian under a 
third-rate Instructor.

OF CANCER OREAD

hopeless and limitless desrogard for 
18 tliat of the whole organism iby liho4^ 
Uho surrounding tissues. The growth 
may be composed of cells titat are 
similar to those of the orpin or tissue 
In which It occurs, or tho ce'.ls may bo 
totally different. Ths latter definite- 
ly bears out tho tact that cancers are 
duo to metastatic transplants from 
foci in remote tissues and organs, and 
argues against the Idea of a simple 
entrance into any organiiim of an 
lernal cansatlve agent. But chronic 
in-lt;Lt;on as a cause of cancer Is be- 
ing regïLrded more and more seriou^y 
This can and does account for tlhe 
Icllular range It tho organ that 
nests the growth and ver>' probably 
results In the formation of higfh- 
powere<l embrj'onic cells that produce 
their dr.Tstic results because they 
have to work at abnormal rate In an 
fiftmormal environment. The above 
would explain the greater prevalence 
of cancer h\ th'o senile and In those 
who have passed tlhe middle ag» jnork 
Undoubtedly too, tho problem haa al- 
so to deal with that Illusive term, 
the indlvUual resistance to new 
growth. Some people appear to 'bo 
moro preiUsposcd to cancer than tire 
others. 

The rest of the speakers presented 

papers on cancer of specific parts of 
the human body. All of them emphas- 
ised the absolute necessity of the ear- 
liest recognition of new growth by 
physicianR and nurgeons. The best 
modern treatment of cancer is exci- 
sion, but tlila is only of use In the ear- 
liest stage». 

W. Sampson Handley, M.S., F.R. 
C.S., of London, s|Mtko on the "Pro- 
gress 111 the Treatment of Breast Can- 
cer," and reporrted an improvumcnt 
along this line since the first Hoi- 
sted Ireatmenl In Kill. The advance 
is duo to the prophyloctlc use of ra- 
dium as pro-and post operative mea- 
Mures, and the progress is ()nly good 
when there Is little or no Involvement 
of the auxiliary and Internal mam- 
mary lynilth nodes. 

Lewis L. McArlhur, M. D., of Chi- 
cago, spoke on "Cancer of tho Ton- 
gue" and pointed out that fully one

<(u»rtcr of tho coses were due to neg- 
lect following upon Improper and In 
adequate advice given tho patients by 
physicians .md dentists. Cancer of 
t.hc mouth and tongue can easily be 
eradicated, because there Is early no 
glandular involvement. It is incum- 
bent upon practitioners to diagnose 
motuh and tongue cancer!;. Tlie dif- 
ferential dlagnoKls lies between SyphI 
Us, Cancer and Tuberculosis; tho first 
and last arc easily e.^plalned and no 
other place offers a better chance of 
taking "snips" for microscopic exami- 
nation than mouth and tongue growths. 
When glands are not p.aLabIc It Is not 
advisable to do o block dissection; It 
Is better, that the patient havo left 
some drainage system than none at 
all. Of course it is out of question to 
leave a palpable gland. 

John K. MacKinty, M.D., of New 
York, made n. plea for early illagnosis 
and surgical treatment in the cases of 
cancer of the larynx. Several iantorn 
slides were used to illustrate the 
jnony aspects of the disease and its 
surgical treatments. This growth has 
to bo distinguished from ulcerations 
due to lues, and tuberculosis, and from 
paralysis of the adductors of tho lary- 
nx. The notworthy signs and sym- 
toms are hoarseness, early immobility 
of the vocal cord, and a now growth 
affecting the middle third of tho cord 
and extending downward, forward and 
into the lateral wall of the larynx. 
Pain is not characteristic till thn 
growth begins to ulcerate. The growth 
affects only one or other of the vocal 
cords. Ninety-six per cent of the 
cases ore squauious cell c.arclnomata; 
and early diagnosis and treatment are 
therefore imperative. 

Vilray P. Blair, M.D., of St. Louis, 
received an ovation when he showed 
what ho has boon accomplishing in the 
realms of cancer and plastic surgery 
by means of radium, diathermy and 
thethe cantery. But even he points 
ihat early diagnosis and surgical 
treatment are the only hopes for a 
good prognosis. 

Doctor Robert B. Greenaugh of Bos- 
ton, reported that Radium and X-ray 
were certainly ot great use in cancer 
treatment, but much greater empha- 
sis ought to bo laid on early diagno- 
sis and surgical treatment. Dootors 
Bazin and Austin summed up the main 
points that could be gathered from all 
the discussion as: universal education 
of latty and practitioners with a view 
to early dlagtiosis and early surgical 
treatment.

Dr. Chlpmnn doalt exhaustively 
with cell .'idjustment and rclatlonHhIp 
noting that especially with the on.sct 
of senscen.'o and of premature sen- 
escence Ihcro Is .'I teniienoy to iip.Mct 
in the bn.Ia.n(X! of tho cell structure 

Doaling with what he termed tho 
general prophylaxis. Dr. Chlpmnn 
said tihsit the outst^tndlng suggestion 
waa •' The .simple life; tihat of mnln- 
laining a sound niln-d In a dllUront and 
useful o^\y." In Kiigland It had been 
round that cinoer deaUhs were high 
In tlio sei-tlon where living is high. In 
Denmark, one o-bscryer had said: 
"There (s no other country whore 
there nrc so many fat men and wo- 
men and in no other countrj' is the 
f;ire so rich." Tlio cancer death rate 
wa.s high among fat people. Tho 
United .States, it had boon l\)und, is 
overeating. "As regards our women," 
s.ald L. Chlpmaii, "he inlght have said 
overeating and lack of - exercise." He 
proceeded . 

"In contra-dlstlnction to this. Hoff- 
man" state^ l3iat c-mcer de-'ith rate 
among the l''rencli-C.i.nndianp is so 
low that It dosoi ves speci;i.l notice. In 
1923 tho cancer death nite per 100,000 
was 90 in Ontario, while In Quccc '.t 
w.ia a little more than Hi. 66 N# ex- 
planation of tliJs Is vouchsafed but it 
means , perhaps a slmp'ier and a more 
frugnl way of living. 

■"it is the overeat mg (or over- 
drinking), the overloiiding of nutri- 
tion which brings inevitalbly a permn- 
ture old nge a-nd gonearl lowering tf 
rosistence, iind a distrubancc of bal- 
ance between the tissues." It was 
these tnnticr.s which might Induce a 
prc-canceious .sUitc. 

As to heredity jiiaying ils part in 
cancer development. Dr. Chlpman 
said, there was no consensus of opin- 
ion . 

Speclîil prophylaxis connect ng with 
.'iffection of skin snrface. i;he aliment- 
ary tube .'ind the uro-genita! cinal 
were touched upon; then Dr. (Chlp- 
man turned to education of the people 
which may aid in arresting the dis- 
ease. "There >s a danger unless this 
(.ducatlon is temperate and well- 
advisod," he declared. .Meetings, and 
special articles in the press might be 
of advantage. but .sensationalism 
must be .avoided. Dr. Chlpman was of 
op.'nion that the education muat re- 
main strictly within t/he hands of the 
medlcail and nursing prpfeaii on*.

A l:i.rgo number of f-.idli) fans turn 
e<l otit. yesterday for tho first trip 
wlilch the Itiidio Associât on hnii made 
this session. Al the time of tho visit 
an csiK>rlmcntal broadcast of grama- 
phono records wnH holn^ mnde to test 
.a recent Invent on — the Marconi 
miiKiictl"; direct transmitter which 
ropTOdiiccs records without the aid of 
a microphone. 

An inipiMvo«l megnctic microphone 
was being u.scd for . announcing, and 
this,, too, attnictod much attention. 
From 'here tlhc progress of the elcctrJ.c 
currents wa.s tmc<Hl through the 
Ihoo largo .amplifiers, connected In 
series to the tr:i.n.smltter panel, where 
they îixe convert<>d into oscillations 
and seul through tho aerial Into the 
ether. 

The powerful 1000 watt transmitter 
nJid Its five tubes, their plates glowing 
wtth tho SOOO voH .'ipplicd to them, 
was a centre of attr;icllon. ,'i.s wa,s tho 
ir.insfonnor plant for stepping the 
current up to the liigh volUge from 
tho city mains. Tho studio Itself, with 
:ts green draped wa'.l wiis Intercating 
to those who had never before visited 
one. 

.Many mnibei'.s .'LVailed theniselvcs of 
-Mr. Darling's offer to .'inswer quos 
t ons .and he expl.alncd how the wave 
length was kept constant 'by the use 
of a. vernier wavemctcr. ReceiYtly the 
transmissions form the ' stiitlon hud 
been inuoh interfered wilh by hetero- 
dyning from United .States .stations 
whl<ih were c^ianging their w^ive- 
length. In answer to another question 
he explained hoiv outside bro.adcaHt.s 
from thc;^ Mount' Royal Hotel could be 
controlled .from the station, although 
both the orchestra njid the ànnunccr 
were at the Hotel. Qulckne.ss In 
.switcii-ng was ;in essential feature 
of thi.s kind of transmission If nolh- 
inc was to be lost. 

In the conclus on of the visit the 
president thanked Mr. Darling and 
exprcMèd Ihe giwtliude of the mem- 
bers, for his kindness In allo'wliig the 
visit, and for the trouble ho took in 
■showing them txiund.

saying: "wo nrc all one InsUtnllon, 
Oraduatcn.' Staff and Undergraduates, 
and we must alt bo a credit to tho 
University." • 

A. Ilalpomiy proposed the toast of 
"T.'le Faculty of Arts" to which the 
Dean replied. He said that this wajt 
the fourth year that hu had altemled 
these Imnquctn, and ho {'onshlorcd It 
tho moat Hignlflcjint event in tho ca 
Iciidar, Had the freshman yet ans 
werod the questions, why have you 
come to McGIII? and Is uniyerslty 
education worth while? Asked this 
recently by « busInesH man, he snlil 
tliat McGIII docs not profoss to train 
'men to lie salesmen, but to enter the 
professions of I,,aw, Mcdicino, Jour- 
nalism, I'olltlcs. He often wondered 
what people do without a knowledge 
of Homer and Shakespcnrc. Ho would 
rather have a University education 
than lie a Rockefeller. While you got 
Hucli good moneys worth as at present 
at a University, McGill will never go 
down, 'declared the Dean. 

Tho first year is the worst for stu- 
dents, ho said, and those |>,assing It 
are almost always a.ssured of their 
next years. There are more opportu- 
iiltlcn for sport here thnn at any other 
college, and s'6 fa'r lis ho knew, the 
Rowing Ciub wns the'' only one not a 
success, and now that' had a full crew 
and was doing well. 

Tho Dally, the Fortnightly, and the 
.Mock Parliament should bo supported. 
He thought students did iiot under- 
stand the ftinctions . ofi'.the latter: it 
wns not a ' farce ' ptïriiamc'nt. In the 
trnlning it gives to speakers it was 
doing bettor work than the parliament 
al Ottawa by Its legislation. McGill 
wanted men to regain' the prestige In 
debating which we were losing to Ox- 
ford and Cambridge. 

There had been much crliiclsni of 
fraternities lately, but he did not heed 
thi.s. Ho knew that any frat with a 
reputation for fa'llurc soon failed. At 
Oxford and Cambridge thoy had one 
thing which was lacking ovoi-' here, 
that is college coloring. He referred 
to separate colleges within tho Unl- 
ver.'tlty, eacli -with a different objec- 
tive, and declared their success due to 
the' system of resldneces. People In 
America had tried to reproduce this 
by a system of dormitories: they hod 
failed. He woiild say here that he 
was altogether opposed to dormitarlcs. 
But could not the fraternities build 
up a system like that In England, 
where all classes, freshmen, ' .sopho- 
mores. Juniors and ProfesAorti would 
inlnrle on' common ground? In his 
day they had lived in lodgings, and 
this was a good plan, for quiet work 
(.m one's own' was very beneficlnl. 

A new day was coming to McGIII and 
to Arts. That Faculty is the largest 
body studying one subject in the Bri- 
tish Empire. He had a lot to !>ec to, 
btn hia studies were not so arduous 
OS tlie student were easy to look after, 
tie sometimes even wished that there 
was more horseplay. The Dean con- 
cluded his speech amid great applause 
by saying: "Unless you make .some 
contribution to college llfo at McGill 
you will never afterward make a con- 
tribution to thé life of the community." 

J. Crandall proposed a toast of "The 
Dean". Then A. Markham In propos 
Ing a toast of "The Sopliomorcs" said 
that his ideas of savagery and sophis- 
tication as regards Ills overlurda had 
undergone a rapid change since he 
had been al McGIII, and that they had 
set a good example to Arts '30. F, 
Urquhart In his reply thanked Arts 
'30 and hoped that they would be pro- 
vided with as good a banquet next 
year.
